A blueprint for the reform of 
Arab education In the 1980s would 
base schooling on the traditional 
and modern fomdations of Arab 
culture, stressing the particularity 
of the national character of Arab 
literature and history.

THIS HAS BEEN a quartet week in 
Jerusalem — the Fine Arts at the 
Jerusalem Theatre {reviewed on 
Jan. 5), Sunday: the Tel Aviv Quartet 
at the Jerusalem Khan (Jan.4): the 
Fine Arta again but with a different 
programme (Jerusalem Khan, Jan. 
6) 


This concentration of string 
quartet playing by different groups 
and in different locations, gave usan 
opportunity to compare and evaluate 
not only the players but also the 
playing conditions. ie. the acoustics 
of the various venues. 

At the Jerusalem Theatre, the 
Fine Arts Quartet was splendid in its 
smooth completeness but lacking in 
warmth. At the Khan, however, the 
close contact between audience and 
performers and the fine acoustics of 
the hall gave the listener an insight 
into the functioning of such an 
ensemble. The complete involve- 
ment of each player, his personal 
contribution and his feeling for the 
group were clearly revealed, and it 
was most impressive and instructive 
to watch the continuous transferring 
and taking over of phrases or parts 
of them and their fitting Into a 
seamless whole. This resulted not in 
a mosaic of four people but in, as it 
were. four faceta of one interpreter. 
One revelied in the perfect balance 
of sonorities of the different 
registers, the bowing strength, the 
pizzicato dynamics and the like. In 
the surroundings of the Khan it also 


. became clear that the limited 


dynamics employed (which gave a 
certain impression of ‘‘cooiness" in 
the larger hall) were intentional 
and represented the group's ideal of 
sound. There is no harshness, no un- 
controlled fortissimo, of any kind. 
The effect of this 
complete smoothness was most 
evident in the Beethoven Quartet, 
opus 131, which kept us entranced 
throughout the whole length and 
changing moods of this extraor- 
dinary composition. The intensity of 
interpretation came through without 
recourse to extrovert effects, which 
might not have been the case in a 
larger hall. The Beethoven was 
preceded by the third quartet by 
Brahms (opus 67, in B-flat Major), 
Here the somewhat rambling 
thoughts of the very long work were 
compensated for by the devoted per- 
formance of the four artists. The An- 
dante Cantabile from Mozart's 
Quartet K.465 {in C Major) was 
given as an encore and its clear 
beauty soothed the emotional up- 
heavai stirred up by the Beethoven 
quartet. It was an elating and 
stimulating evening. 


SANDWICHED between the two per- 
formances of the Fine Arts was a 
programme given by the Tel Aviv 
Quartet on Sunday, which presented 
Hindemith's Quartet No.4,-opus 32. 
(of 1924 vintage). the Quartet in B- 
flat Major (K.589) by Mozart, 
“From My Life’ by Smetana. Both 
this group and the New Israel 
Quartet are of high standard and in- 
ternational quality of performance. 
But the Tel Aviv Quartet has a more 
aggressive approach to dynamics, 
and general interpretation. 
This makes for lively presentations 


Michael Levi on why you can’t rely on the weather 


Saving for the non-rainy days 


ISRAEL IS no less an object of 
meteorological than political con- 
troversy: other countries and con- 
tinents contend in influencing our 
weather, giving us one of the world’s 
greatest fluctuations in rainfall and 
temperature. 

What is the weather picture in 
Israel? Can we figure out why this 
winter haz so far been a com- 

ly one? 

Israel has an effective rainy 
season of only aix months, 
November through April. On the 
average it rains 50 to 70 days a year. 
One advantage of this situation is 
that rain falls during the cooi winter 
when evaporation loss is minimal. 

Within Israel itself there is much 
weather saniation.sd Gependng. upon 

ography. lecreases ag 
ae moves from north to south, from 
the cold rainy winters near the 
Lebanese border with a mean annua} 
rainfall exceeding 1,000 mm., to the 
semi-aridness of the northern Negev 
and near total dryness of the 
southern Negev and Sinai. 

Similar variations occur as one 
moves east from the Mediterranean 
coast. Along the coastal plain 
temperatures are fairly moderate 
and rainfall amounts approximate 
those of Southeast England. (London 
has about 600 mm. of rain a year 
compared to 660 mm. in Haifa’s 
Hacarmel and 550 mm. for the cen- 


tral coastal plain.) 


Moving inland. away from the 
moisture-yielding sea, 
decreasing over the Judean Hilis is 
balanced by increasing height, 
which, as a rule, causes increases in 
rain. Thus, hilly Jerusalem has 
about the same amount as the 
coastal plain, but with cooler

Similarly, hot and dry “hamain 
may occur abnormally early in 
spring, at.the beginning of March. 

If the variablility of rainfall is 
large for the year, it is larger still for 
individual months. This is par- 
ticularly true at the beginning and 
the end of the rainy season, October- 
November and March-April, a situa- 
tion which has important conse- 
quences for agriculture. 

This year's rainy season got off to 
a bad start with a well-below norme! 
yield in October and November. 
‘Although December had 15 rain 
days, amounts in most regions were 
still well below normal, Unfortunate- 
ly, meteorologists are still unable to 
produce a reliable forecast for 
geason rainfall. 

Ever-increasing water use by an 
expanding population, industry and 
agriculture demands, if we are to 
Taaintain economic viability, that we 
become increasingly knowledgeable 
about our atmospheric caprices and 
get down to appropriate long-term 
. This should include con- 
struction of large plants for 
desalinating sea water and recycling 
used water. More attention should be 
paid to preventing useless run-off of 
rainwater.

In the meat and baking industries 
smell plants have been replaced by 
bigger and more modern ones.

As a result, the industry's range of 
products and competitive flexibility 
‘have increased sui — in 
deed, more so than it has been able 
to make full use of to date. Accor- 
dingly, it 15 now looking forward to a 
massive increase of output, and to 8 
dramatic expansion of exports in the 


future. If the ambitious forecasta for _ 


1980 are realized, processed food ex- 
ports will double in the next five 
years, and food will recover 
the leading place it had among our 
.export branches in the ‘fifties. 

But the food industry's optimism is 
based mot only on its technical ad- 
vance and the steady expansion of its 
raw material sources. It also takes 
into account the prospect of catering 
to the world’s largest and richest 
market in adjacent Europe, which is 
about to be opened to us as a result of 
the recent agreement with the E.E.C. 
To be sure, this agreement refers 
primarily to manufactured articles, 
while foods are considered processed 
farm produce, which is not entitled 
to the agreed zero tariff due to start 
‘by mid next year. Nevertheless, free 
entry to the E.E.C. will be granted to 
anumber of our food products as well 
(sweets end chocolate, macaroni, 
cereal products, biscuits, wafers, and 
food preparations) while a number of 
other products — mainly citrus and 
tomato manufactures — will gain 
substantial tariff reductions (though 
for tomato juice it will be limited toa 
quota approximating our current ex- 
port to the E.E.C.). 

As ἃ result Israel’s major food ex- 
porters will be put in a preferential 
position as compared to suppliers 
outside the Free Trade Area. 
Moreover, they will be able to enter 
the Common Market ahead of their

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How Bank of Israel | 


has helped speculators

THE FACT THAT THE PRICES 
of index-linked bonds rose last 
week following the drop im- 
mediately after the Cabinet deci- 
sion to tax trading in them puts a 
quéstion mark on the Bank of 
Israel's policy of bolstering the 
prices when they were in decline. 
* When the prices fell, the Bank 
of Israel invested about TL60m. in 
buying up bonds sold by the 
public. These purchases were 
made to prevent the price from 
falling so much as to damage the 
credibility of the bonds. 

This policy is questionable. ‘The 
real rate of return on government 
bonds is guaranteed by the terms 
of issue, 1.6. by the full linkage 
and the interest rate. Every bond 
issued in the past, present and 
future has a future price which 
cannot be changed. This price 
reflects the linkage plus the in- 
terest on the bond. Therefore, if 
the owner of a bond holds onto it 
until it matures he will receive 
what will be both the real and 
market price. 

However, the daily price fluc- 
tuates as a result of demand and 
supply. On the other hand those 
who trade in-bonds before they 
mature are speculating on the 
daily fluctuations of the market 
price. These speculators are in 
fact usually either banks or other 
financial institutions. What 
happened lately is like what took 
place before the devaluations. 
Then the banks lenf money to 
finance purchases of foreign 
currency. Now they help in finan- 
cing bond speculation. 


The ordinary saver is not 
affected by the decline in the 
prices of bonds. When the bond 
matures, he will receive the max- 
imum profit. it is the speculator 
who is adversely affected. It is 
therefore odd in this situation to 
finda public body like the Bank of 
Israel purchasing bonds in order 
to guarantee a minimum profit to 
gamblers. As someone has said, 
the Stock Exchange is not an in- 
surance policy. 

What the Bank of Israel has 
done is not only morally wrong 
but also economically bad policy. 
If the price were to continue to 
drop, bonds would become a very 
profitable investment. One could 
buy an asset much cheaper than 
its real price. The speculators 
whom the Bank rushed to gave 
would grab the profits inherent in 
the low prices and set the price 
climbing again. It might have 
taken another week or two but the 
Bank could have saved IL#0m. of 
public money. 

Bank of Israel officials explain- 
ed their action by saying it was 
needed in order to maintain the 
credibility of the bonds. This 
argument is without basis. Unlike 

. shares, the credibility of bonds is 
guaranteed by the terms on 
which they are issued. 

What further guarantee does a 
Saver need but the promise of a 
known future price? None what- 
soever. It was the credibility of 
the Bank of Israel in the eyes of 
speculators which was at stake. 
And thia cost us IL60m., exactly 
the amount requested by the 
Minister of Health to continue 
hospital construction this year. 


Back in production after blaze

HAIFA. — The Carmel Containers 
Company, whose plant was 
destroyed in a fire here last 
February, is running in its new 
1L58m. plant and hopes to achieve 
the same output in 1976, as in the 
year before the fire. General 
ΤΩΙ Michael Cohen reported 
last week that the first orders for 
five million containers for citrus and 
farm produce exports had been 
received from the citrus marketing 
board and Agrexco. The plant is 
partly already working in two shifts, 
and will eventually employ up to 270 

men. 

The lessons learnt in the costly fire 
at Carmel Containers last year have 
been applied in the planning, layout 
and equipment of the new plant. 
Sophisticated fire detection and ex- 
tinguishing devices have been in- 


stalled. Independent water sources 
have also been provided against any 
emergency, and combustible raw 
materials are now stored at a safe 
distance from fire hazards.
